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City Council presents 
proclamation to BHS 
football champs

Belleville High School football coach 
Jermain Crowell and Van Buren Public 
Schools Superintendent Pete Kudlak 
accepted a proclamation from Belleville 
Mayor Kerreen Conley at Monday’s 
regular, in-person meeting of the Belleville 
City Council. 

The framed proclamation was signed 
by all the city council members. It 
congratulated the BHS football team 
on its MHSAA Division 1 football state 
championship title. 

Coach Crowell said this is just the first 
championship and they should get ready 
for more in the future. 

“You'll just have to get used to it,” he 
said with a smile. He then presented a box 
of special T-shirts to the council saying he 
didn’t know their sizes, but there should be 
enough to fit them all. 

Mayor Kerreen Conley announced later 
in the meeting that the football players will 
be getting individual trophies, paid for by 
donations through the city, that will be 
handled as a pass-through purchase. 

Mayor Conley said there are strict rules 
about what you can give to students and 
they are following school regulations. 

In other business at the 34-minute 
meeting, the council: 

e Set a special meeting for 6 p.m., Monday, 
Jan. 31, for a council strategic planning 
session as it heads into budget discussions. 
The place would be the library, if available, 
or city hall. Also, there may be use of a 
facilitator; 

e Set special budget study sessions for 
6 p.m. Monday, March 14, and Monday, 
March 28, at city hall; 

e Approved Resolution #22-001 that 
changed signatories on warrants for city 
business, dropping Tom Fielder who

Belleville Area Museum still closed to public

As the new year unfolds, residents of 
the tri-community are questioning if their 
museum will reopen for use by students 
and the public any time soon. 

It was closed in March 2020 when 
COVID-19 arrived and then reopened 
briefly on Sept. 7, 2021, with a Van Buren 
Township news release announcing the 
opening and all the scheduled activities. It 
closed again suddenly two days later and 
has been closed ever since. 

Van Buren Township Supervisor Kevin 
McNamara invited the public to speak 
about the Belleville Area Museum during 
the board’s Oct. 19 zoom meeting. That’s 
the last time the museum was publicly 
discussed by the township board. 

At that meeting he said the museum 
budget was on the agenda for the public 
budget hearing that night and so it was 
appropriate for the public to speak on the 
museum. 

Diane Wilson, who retired as director of 
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the Belleville Area Museum in June 2011 
after 15 years of service, said she has not 
heard the township’s plans for the museum 
yet. 

“Right now we don’t know the direction 
we will take,’ Supervisor McNamara 
replied. He said he wants a townhall 
meeting and they won’t decide anything 
without public input. He said it’s closed 
because they will be having construction. 

“When will the hearing be held?” Wilson 
asked and McNamara said it would be the 
end of the year, or January. He said there is 
a huge turnover of key employee positions. 

Trustee Reggie Miller asked if it would 
be an agenda item where the public could 
speak and McNamara said it would be an 
open house where the township would 
show the public ideas and hear comments. 

He said the comments would be taken to 
the board and then the board would present 
it to the public. 

Clerk Leon Wright said the people can 
tell them what they would like to see. 

McNamara said he has talked to the City 
of Belleville and Township of Sumpter and 
Sumpter pledged additional support. 

“I don’t see it going away,” he said. 

Wilson asked why it isn’t open and 
McNamara said there was no attendance, 
no programming. 

Wilson said she thought the museum was 


closed because of COVID and that’s why 
attendance was down. She asked about the 
status of Museum Director Katy Dallos 
and McNamara said she currently is laid 
off. [Later, Dallos reported on social media 
that she had been terminated.] 

“If this historical building is lost to the 
community, it would be a huge loss,” 
Wilson said. “And, not to be used is an 
abomination.” 

McNamara said the township is putting 
$200,000 into the museum and they 
wouldn’t be doing that if they weren’t 
going to do something with it. 

“I don’t see why it has to be closed,” 
she said. “The director had all kinds of 
activities planned” and she named off all 
the events that had been listed when it was 
reopened on Sept. 7 after being closed a 
year before it was abruptly closed again. 

“It shouldn’t be placed on her for lack of 
admission,” Wilson said. 

“We have to have a vision,’ McNamara 
said and Wilson said that was a good idea, 
but why has it been closed? 

“We’ve got to have some hours it’s open 
and we can’t get this,” McNamara said. 

“People have to know when they can 
come,” said Trustee Sherry Frazier. 

“The board isn’t letting that museum go 
away,” McNamara said.

no longer is on the council, and adding 
Councilman Steve Jones and Mayor Pro- 
Tem Ken Voigt. Also serving as signatories 
are Mayor Kerreen Conley, Clerk/ 
Treasurer Briana Hootman, and Deputy 
Administrator Tim McLean; 

e Heard Deputy Administrator McLean 
announce that City Manager/Police Chief 
Dave Robinson is sick and couldn’t be 
present for the meeting. He said that 
Robinson told him to announce that the 
two bargaining agreements he was working 
on are ready to come to the council and he 
will bring the contracts to them at a future 
meeting for its consideration; 

e Heard DPW Director Rick Rutherford 
say the city had a meeting with Wayne 
County Commissioner Al Haidous and 
gave him and his staff a walking tour of 
Victory Station. The city is seeking a 
grant from the county commission to 
upgrade Victory Station. Rutherford said 
Haidous added a few things he thought 
of. Rutherford said they have added a new 
fence for the park and the already planned 
bench upgrades. McLean said the project 
narrative for Victory Station was presented 
to the county at 9 a.m. Jan. 3. Now they 
have to wait for the commission’s decision; 

e Heard McLean announce that the city’s 
Downtown Development Authority will 
meet at 6 p.m., Jan. 12, in the council 
chambers for a strategic planning session 
with facilitator Samantha Harkins, who 
is charging $150 per hour. The public is 
invited to watch, but the discussions will 
be by DDA members only; 

e Heard Councilman Jones ask about 
repairing the fence at the Denton Road 
bridge and Rutherford said they have a 
police report and will be checking the 
driver’s insurance; and 

e Heard Mayor Conley ask when the 
Christmas trees will be picked up and 
Rutherford said he would check with 
Republic Waste to find out. He said people 
shouldn’t bring the trees to the recycling 
container at the DPW yard because 
Republic is being paid to pick up the trees. 

Although in the past in-person meetings, 
only those who weren’t vaccinated were 
asked to wear masks. At Monday’s meeting 
a big new sign was on the front door of city 
hall requiring everyone entering to wear a 
mask. The chairs in the audience were set 
farther apart than usual, as well. 

Mayor Pro-Tem Voigt was not present 
at the meeting but was there virtually. It 
was stated he could not be counted present 
and his vote would not count since he was 
not at the meeting in person. The state 
now requires municipal meetings to be in 
person again.

Van Buren Public Schools approve funds’ audit, amendments

Laura Payne of Taylor & Morgan CPAs 
presented the financial audit of the Van 
Buren Public Schools’ budgets for 2020-21 
that ended June 30. 

She started off her presentation at the 
beginning of the Nov. 22 in-person meeting 
by announcing the district received an 
“unmodified audit opinion,” which is the 
best. 

Payne said during the last school year 
there were 4,510 students and each was 
worth $8,228 in state aid. 

Revenues were way up and expenses were 
almost identical to the year before. She said 
there was $3 million in federal revenue and 
“You had good use of ESSER and COVID 
Relief funds.” 

Fund balance for the general fund was 
$12,868,601 on June 30, which is 24.58% of 
the total budget. This is up $3,703,837 from 
the $9,164,764 fund balance of the previous 
school year. 

Food service funds were down, she said. 
That was because of COVID and the students 
not being in school. The food service fund 
balance decreased from $650,189 the 
previous year to $311,929 during the 2020- 
21 school year. 


Athletic funds showed $576,039 


transferred from the general fund, up $9,544 
from the budgeted amount. Athletic revenue 
for the year was $75,048. 

After the audit report was complete and 
accepted by the board, school Finance 
Director Sarah Cortese presented general 
fund budget amendments for the current 
2021-22, budget which the board also 
approved. 

Cortese said she had to put the annual 
budget before the board in June based on 
guesses because of the difference in fiscal 
years between the school district and the 
state. She said the state doesn’t give real 
numbers of how much the local district is 
getting until August or later. 

She said the state aid, property tax, and 
grants increased by $2.88 million. Total 
revenue was $69 million. 

The budget amendments included putting 
the athletic trainer in the budget instead of 
paying the trainer out of donations, as in the 
past. It also included changing the original 
setting aside of funds for a proposed loss of 
75 students this fall and reduced that to 50 
students. 

A total of 4,321.50 students was expected 
in the fall and it had to be upgraded to 
4,334.09. A projected staff of 550 was 
adjusted to the 566 figure on Nov. 1. 

In other business at the 47-minute open 


meeting, the board: 

e Approved the termination of 
Transportation employee Balencia Jones as 
of Nov. 10 after zero years of service; 

e Approved the resignations of Nicole 
Beckham, human relations specialist at the 
administration building for five years, as of 
Nov. 30 for a job opportunity; and Angela 
Mercer, student services administrative 
assistant at the administration building 
for five years, as of Dec. 14 for a job 
opportunity; 

e Approved hiring Bobby Lindsey, Kayla 
Fisher, and Shalanda Chatmon as bus 
aides; Cheri Dehn and Theresa Harris as 
paraprofessionals in student services; Kyle 
Price in maintenance; and Dawn Boone as 
a bus driver; 

¢ Heard Nila Hooper, a junior at BHS and 
student school board member, give a report 
on upcoming events at BHS; 

¢ Heard Supt. Kudlak announce that of the 
50 teams in the recent Air Rifle competition, 
the Belleville High School team placed 19" 
out of 50. BHS shooter Ashley Wang placed 
38" overall out of 225 in the Individual 
3x20; and 

After the public meeting, the board 
went into closed-door session to begin 
the periodic personnel evaluation of Supt. 
Kudlak.

We received a letter signed only as “A 
person who cares about other people.” It was 
concerning an item in last week’s column 
about the 30 new license plate identification 
cameras erected by Van Buren Township. 

It said: “To the person in last week’s 
Independent who finds the new cameras 
along the roadside so annoying. A lot of 
drivers apparently don’t notice the regular 
speed limit signs, even on the subdivisions’ 
streets and school zones. If those flashing 
signs played a role in saving one person’s 
or a child’s life then they are worth it. I 
wish they would put some of the flashing 
speed limit signs in a few spots of Sumpter 
Township. As a senior citizen I had to quit 
taking my daily walks on my street because 
it became too dangerous. Just too many 
people in a hurry and going over the speed 
limit.” 

The man who was annoyed was talking 
about the new license plate identification 
cameras. These have no flashing anything 
and just take pictures of the license plates of 
vehicles that go by. It’s a black square on a 
post with a small camera. 

The flashing signs you are talking about are 
great and Van Buren Township and Sumpter 
Township police put them up in areas that 
residents report as high-speed zones. At a 
recent meeting, before those speed signs 
were approved by the township board, 
Sumpter Public Safety Director/Police Chief 
Eric Luke said people could call the police 
to report what they think are areas where 
people are driving too fast and they would 
bring the signs over to record the speeds. If 
the speeds are shown to be too high, they 
will send police cars out to enforce the speed 
limit in that area. Our writer could call the 
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police and point out the areas where he or 
she thinks the traffic is too fast. 

VBT has had the speed limit signs for some 
time, but Sumpter just got them. Sumpter’s 
are programmed to say “Thank you” to the 
driver if the driver is going the right speed 
limit.

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Luckey FUSRAP reports 
trips to Belleville 


To the editor: 

On Dec. 7, 2021, we resumed excavating 
contaminated soil from the Luckey 
Formerly Utilized Sites Remedial Action 
Program (FUSRAP) Site under our second 
remediation contract to remove and dispose 
of soil contaminated with beryllium, lead, 
radium-226, thorium-230, uranium-234, 
and uranium-238. 

To date the remediation is nearly 50% 
complete; the Corps of Engineers has 
safely removed and disposed of 118,400 
tons of contaminated soil from the site, 
deconstructed seven buildings, and 
disposed of 16,183 tons of building debris 
at US Ecology in Belleville, MI. 

Our highest priorities while we are 
cleaning up the site are the protection 
of human health and the environment, 
ensuring that work is conducted in a safe 
and efficient manner, and preventing the 
spread of contamination. Since Dec. 7, 
2021, the contractor safely removed 1,305 
cubic yards of contaminated soil from the 
Phase 4 area of the site and loaded 42 waste 
containers for transport to the disposal 
facility. Shipping of waste containers to US 
Ecology in Belleville, MI, is expected to 
begin in early January 2022 using the same 
designated routes that were used during the 
previous remediation contract. 

We will continue to provide updates 
through posting weekly progress 
infographics to the project website at 
https://www.I|rb.usace.army.mil/Missions/ 
HTRW/FUSRAP/Luckey-Site/. 

Groundwater entry into our deep remedial 
excavations required a great deal of water 
management and treatment during the work 
performed under our initial remediation 
contract. Over 3,811,515 gallons of water 
were treated and transported off site and 
3,907,749 gallons of water were treated on 
site. We are exploring methods to prevent 
groundwater entry into the excavations 
by pumping groundwater adjacent to 
future excavation areas. To plan the 
system, we will be performing a pump 
test to understand groundwater responses 
(drawdown) using various pumping rates 
and have installed 16 groundwater wells 
near the Phase 4 area of the site for the 
tests.

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Former St. Anthony pastor 
Fr. Tom Cusick dies Jan. 2 


On Sunday, Jan. 2, 2022, Fr. Tom Cusick, 
former pastor of St. Anthony’s Parish, 
departed this life after a long battle with 
Parkinson’s Disease. 
He was 83. 

Fr. Tom heard the call 
to priesthood while 
a student at the 
University of Detroit 
High School. He 
entered Sacred Heart 
Seminary following 
graduation and was 
ordained a priest of the Archdiocese of 
Detroit on June 6, 1964. 

After serving in a number of parishes in 
the Detroit area, Fr. Tom came to Belleville 
and was named pastor on Sept. 6, 1988. 
He celebrated his 50th Anniversary of 
Ordination on June 6, 2014, making St. 
Anthony’s the longest assignment of Fr. 
Tom’s priesthood. He remained here until 
his retirement in August, 2017. 

I had occasion to ask him before he

entered Clergy Village for retirement why 
he stayed on as pastor here so long. His 
response was immediate: “Because I love 
the people here.” 

Fr. Tom is remembered as a quiet, private 
man, who was very proud of his Irish 
heritage. Although a devoted pastor, who 
would appear in hospital rooms as soon 
as he heard of a parishioner’s admittance, 
Fr. Tom would have been equally content 
as a contemplative monk, left free of any 
administrative responsibilities to devote 
himself entirely to prayer. 

As I conclude this article, I recall the 
words found in St. Paul’s 2nd Letter to 
Timothy: 

“... the time of my departure is at hand. I 
have fought the good fight; I have finished 
the race; I have kept the faith.” 

Rest in Peace, Fr. Tom, until we meet 
again!

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President signs bill that includes 
annual National Atomic Veterans Day 


On Dec. 27, President Joe Biden signed into 
law legislation to recognize Atomic Veterans 
which was covered in an amendment to the 
2022 National Defense Authorization Act. 

Toni Clark of Sumpter Township has been 
working for years to get a national holiday 
to recognize Atomic Veterans like her late 
father, George L. Sanford. 

On Friday she said she was very excited 
that the President has put this into law. In 
past years she has been successful in getting 
single days designated at the state level to 
recognize Atomic Veterans. 

U.S. Rep. Abigail Spanberger’s bipartisan 
amendment recognizes the service and 
sacrifice of Atomic Veterans. 

Atomic Veterans participated in nuclear 
tests between 1945 and 1962, served with 
U.S. military forces in or around Hiroshima 
and Nagasaki before 1946, or were held as 
prisoners of war in or near Hiroshima or 
Nagasaki. Due to their exposure to unsafe 
levels of radiation during their service, many 
of these Atomic Veterans developed serious 
health complications. Additionally, as these 
veterans were sworn to secrecy, many of 
them were prevented from seeking medical 
care or disability compensation and were 
never fully recognized for their sacrifice. 

The legislation requires the President 
to issue a proclamation every year calling 
on the United States to observe National 
Atomic Veterans Day. Earlier this year, 
Rep. Spanberger, D-Virginia, led the 
introduction of a bipartisan resolution that 
called on the President to issue a proclamation 
in observance of National Atomic Veterans 
Day — which he recognized. 

“When I hear the stories of America’s 
Atomic Veterans — who were sworn 
to secrecy for decades and never fully 
recognized for their contributions, I hear the 
stories of patriots. I hear the stories of brave 
Americans who served in dangerous and 
secret missions.

“That museum is very precious to the 
community,” Wilson said. 

“It’s still a budget item,” Clerk Wright 
said. “We want to decide what direction to 
go. We’re putting a lot of money into it and 
we wouldn’t be wasting — putting money 
into it -- if it wasn’t going to continue.” 

“I wish you the best of luck with your 
efforts,” Wilson concluded. 

Claudia Roullier of Belleville also spoke 
on the subject via zoom. 

“I used to work at the museum as a 
volunteer,” she said, noting the director got 
a $25,000 grant to connect the museum to 
the former fire hall behind it. She said the 
township is kicking in another $150,000. 

McNamara said they just extended the 
grant and they have ordered the windows 
and steel. He said it is going to be fun to 
watch it progress. 

“I hope you realize what value we have in 
the museum and in our director,” Roullier 
concluded. 

In the 2022 budget, Van Buren Township 
had a $50,000 salary allocation for 
museum director, plus $22,654 in fringes. 
The museum budget is $107,499. The 
City of Belleville and Sumpter Township 
have contributed $10,000 a year for the 
tri-ccommunity museum which is located 
in the former Van Buren Township Hall 
located on township property in downtown 
Belleville. 

In 1875, after 40 years of conducting 
Van Buren Township businesses in private 
homes, stores, and rented quarters, the 
voters of the township decided to erect a 
one-story, brick building as a town hall. 
They appropriated $1,500 for the project. 

After work had started the Belleville 
Grange #331 asked permission to add a 
second story to the building to provide 
a meeting place for their activities. The 
voters approved this measure as well and 
the grange donated all the materials. 

In 1905, the Village of Belleville 
incorporated into a city and the township 
hall no longer was in the township. It 
served as a municipal facility until 1959 
when new offices were built on Tyler Road 
within the township boundaries. 

Since then, the Greek Revival building 


has served many uses and became the 
Belleville Area Museum in 1996. Still 
owned by Van Buren Township, the 
146-year-old former Township Hall is on 
the State of Michigan Registry of Historic 
Sites. 

Van Buren Township has yet to announce 
the date of a public meeting to discuss the 
future of the museum.

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Belleville DDA gives 
required report to tax- 
funding agencies

The City of Belleville Downtown 
Development Authority met at the Belleville 
Area District Library on Dec. 15 to present 
its semi-annual report to local tax-funding 
agencies as required by state law. 

Deputy City Manager Tim McLean 
presented the report that showed 50% of the 
DDA income is going to streetscape bonds, 
but the DDA has a healthy fund balance. He 
said Paddle Belleville was a new business 
in the DDA district and the Goat Scaping 
at Horizon Park was very popular with the 
community. 

He said they are working on new proposals 
for maintenance of parks. 

Treasurer Sabrina Richardson-Williams 
said she would like to see public art added 
to the report, saying, “Art at least rates up 
there with the goats.” McLean said he would 
add art to the report. 

In other business at the 52-minute meeting, 
the DDA: 

e Voted unanimously to have the city 
refinance the Streetscape Bonds, to get an 
anticipated savings of $203,000, with the 
payment schedule unchanged. McLean said 
if the interest rates go up, the city can back 
off from the refinancing; 

e Briefly discussed the 2022 Annual 
Calendar that McLean is preparing to mark 
all activities in the DDA district from all the 
different groups. McLean also is checking 
out the new Redevelopment Liquor Licenses 
for Scott Jones’ development. These licenses 
would stay in the possession of the city; 

e Heard McLean report on two programs he 
is looking into for redevelopment of existing 
buildings (RAPT) and new public gathering 
places, such as a new city hall (CDBG). He 
also said they will be putting out a call for 
bids for park maintenance before the end of 
the year; 

e Heard Kelly McWilliams comment that it 
seems everyone now is heading in the same 
direction; 

e Heard Richardson-Williams say the 
Winter Fest parade was very nice and the ice 
skating and Santa and other things made a 
“Rockwell Christmas.” She said if the city 
keeps this going, Belleville will be a place 
people will want to have their businesses in 
and live in; 

e Heard Jim Chudzinski say Winter Fest

was phenomenal and the city is going in 
a positive direction, compared to three or 
four years ago. He said the city has a lot of 
potential; 

e Heard McLean report that he and his 
wife brought their four-month-old daughter 
to the parade and she smiled the whole time 
because she liked all the lights; 

e Heard City Manager/Police Chief Dave 
Robinson report that his vision for the city 
is “pretty grand” and he has been putting in 
for grants for work on Victory Station and 
the Veterans’ Memorial.

DDA; 

e Heard Tom Fielder say that as the 
president of the Historical Society he has 
heard no comment at all from Van Buren 
Township on the future of the Belleville 
Area Museum, which has been closed for a 


long time. He said he plans to have an open 
meeting of the Historical Society to discuss 
the situation. Fielder also said the alleys in 
the north end of the city were enhanced, but 
the alleys in the south end are terrible; 

e Heard Mayor Pro Tem Ken Voigt say he 
really enjoyed Winter Fest. He also thinks 
they should bring the goats back for a week 
yearly. He said people bring their children 
to see the goats and the city gets a million 
dollars worth of publicity for just $5,000, or 
maybe you could get them for $1,500. He 
proposed a Goat Day with a concert next 
summer; and 

e Was reminded of the three-hour session 
on Dec. 18 for strategic planning and goal 
setting for 2022.
